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EDITORIAL 


Despite many complaints from team 
coaches, the use of only one substitute 
in Philips Soccer League matches this 
year appears to be an acceptable situa- 
tion. 

When the rule was changed from two 
substitutes to one, we were assured by 
coaches that it was a disastrous move. 
They claimed it would ay freeze 
young players out of the PSL. This has 
not happened. 

If a player isygood enough to be in the 
squad, he'll make it. This was proved 
when St George coach Frank Arok 

lucked an unknown 17 year old called 
Robbie Slater out of his youth side and 
tossed him into a ‘ough match against 
Marconi in terribly difficult ground con- 
ditions. 

Slater had a most encouraging debut, 
proving he is clearly PSL material. 

There is no reason why a youngster 
should not be included in a 12-man 
squad, even though his chances might 
be marginally better in a 13-man squad. 

At least the decision to allow only one 
sub indicates that the PSL management 
is aware of the constantly rising air fares 
siug. 

Bee since the PSL was formed in 1977, 
clubs have squandered money unneces- 
sarily. 

Some took to the air when travelling 
from Sydney to Canberra when they 
could have gone by air-conditioned 
motor coach at a fraction of the cost. 

They stayed overnight in expensive 
hotels for matches involving Melbourne 
versus Sydney clubs, even though the 
air trip takes little more than an hour. 

And when we look at payments to 
players, it is not surprising that so many 
club treasurers are frightened to face 
their bank managers. Huge signing-on 
fees plus lavish match payments are 
more in keeping with full-time profes- 
sionals in Britain than with the part-time 
set-up in Australia. 

It is interesting to recall that the Syd- 
ney Rugby League — a multi-million 
dollar organisation — was hesitant about 
inviting clubs from Newcastle and Can- 
berra to join its competition because the 
League feared travel costs would be 
crippling 

Yet Soccer, with about 10 per cent of 
Rugby League’s financial affluence, mer- 
tily flies teams and officials interstate 
every weekend. 

One day, they will all come down to 
earth — no pun intended. 

This is obviously a crunch year for the 
Philips League. It needs sound 
economies and good book-keeping to 
remain afloat. 

The use of one substitute may repre- 
sent only a small nibble at the money 
problem but it is a step in the right 
direction.

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DOCHERTY RETURNS 
TO AUSTRALIA 


Tommy Docherty, Soccer’s most controversial, colourful character, returns 


to Australia next month, for two weeks. 


Docherty flies into Au- 
stralia on May 9 and is due 
to fly out 15 days later. 

Sydney Olympic’s man- 
ager, Dougie Collins, has 
arranged “Doc’s” return, 
to do somé coaching and 
promotional work, as well 
as give some lectures, all of 
which will be sponsored by 
the Dunlop company. 

Docherty came to Au- 
stralia last year to coach 
Sydney Olympic, but left 
halfway through the season 
when he got an offer to go 
back to England and coach 
Third Division side, Pre- 
ston N.E. 

Dougie Collins could 
find himself in a very em- 
barrasing situation, as 
rumours have already 
begun that Sydney Olympic 
could possibly offer 
Docherty the position of 
manager, with Collins fil- 
me the role of coach. 

ydney Olympic this 
year, has made it clear to 
everyone, they are NOT 
satisfied with just being the 
PSL’s “entertainers”. 

Last Sunday at Pratten 
Park for example, Collins 
threw down his gauntlet at 
Leichhardt, the PSL lead- 
ers, and showed he meant 
business.

to defeat the League’s 
leader, 

The club is deadly 
serious about giving the ti- 
tle a good shake, thus their 
great concern about buying 
two new players to add to 
their squad.

In our failure in 1978, fine players such as Ray 
Richards and Branko Buljevic were overlooked be- 
cause they were supposedly “too old” and in the 1982 
campaign the same happened to Jimmy Rooney and

Last week, Soccer fans in Lisbon had to wait 
for the top of the table clash between Sporting 
Lisbon, coached by the flamboyant Malcolm 
Allison, and Benfica. 

Whilst all other matches were played on the Satur- 
day or Sunday afternoons, these two clubs clashed on 
Sunny, night, in their duel billed as the Match of The 

ear. 

Sporting Lisbon, before the clash, were leading the 
Portuguese Soccer League, with rivals Benfica sitting 
in second position five points behind. 

When eventually the two clubs met, Benfica lost the 
match by 3-1, with a hat-trick being scored by Lisbon 
striker, Jordao, 

This win by Sporting Lisbon left them seven points in 
front of the competition, and now firm favourites to win 
their 10th title, but Benfica still holds the record with 
17 championships. 


In this match, Sporting Lisbon received two penal- 
ties, and, after the second one, Benfica’s goalkeeper, 
Bento, was sent off. 

Benfica scored first from a goal by Carlos Manuel in 
the 11th minute, but Jordao equalised with a penalty. 

In the second half, Lisbon's Fernandes burst throu- 
gh, but was brought down by Benfica’s national goal- 
keeper, Bento. 

Bento was immediately sent off and Lisbon received 
their second penalty of the match. 


Jordao slotted the penalty, and sealed the match and 
his hat-trick with another goal. 

That now leaves Lisbon’s star striker Jordao, top 
goalscorer in Portugal, with 20 goals so far this season 
and only seven matches left in the league.

KOSMINA CHAMPS’ LIFESAVER

In possibily one of the worst PSL match ever played, as far as the spectators were 
concerned, Sydney City scrambled to a 1-0 victory over Footscray, with only 100 


seconds to spare. 


Footscray came to Sydney determined to strip a point off the PSL 
champs, and, with lots of luck, almost pulled it off. 

Giant Footscray defender Kondarios was assigned to mark-out 
Syaney City’s central striker, Johnny Kosmina, yet “Kosy” was 
able to shake him off in the 88th minute for his team’s solitary goal, 
with goalkeeper, Dennis Boland just getting fingertips to the ball 
before it went in. 

However, even if Boland had saved, referee Boskovie would 
have automatically awarded Sydney City a penalty. Why? 

Kenny Boden, who had come on to replace Jimmy Patikas, just 
17 minutes earlier, pushed the ball into the box for Kosmina to 
strike. But as Kosmina struck the ball, a Footscray defender lashed 
out and clipped at Kosmina’s boot, halfway through his shot, to 
impede Kosmina’s full thrust. There was enough momentum in the 
shot for the ball to trickle into the net. 

Just seven minutes from half-time, Sydney City looked like 
scoring, when their diminutive flankman, Joe Watson, hit a 
tremendous free-kick from well out and on target just under the 
bar, but Boland did well to tip over the top. 

Near misses were by now starting to prove most costly for Sydney 
City as time dragged on. But the easiest of chances was missed in 
the 58th minute when Kosmina pushed a great ball into the box to 
set up Jimmy Cant for a shot from only five metres , but Cant only 


see his shot crash onto the cross-bar. 

Ten minutes later, Cant smashed a close-range shot, which 
Boland was able to palm onto the woodwork and out of danger. 

At this stage of the match, best player for Footscray was ‘Cross 
Bar ’,closely followed by ‘G. Post’. 

But in the 87th minute, Footscray frightened the life out of 
Sydney City when they made a 75 metre bust, involving llioski and 
then Lujic, but Lujic with the goal at his mercy, “bombed” the 
chance badly. 

From this very close let-off, Sydney City launched a desperate 
attack, and this was when the crippled Kenny Boden was able to set 
up Kosmina for the winning goal. 

Boden could be out of action for awhile, as no sooner was he 
brought on, to replace Jimmy-Patikas, than he badly twisted his 
right knee and damaged his medial cartilage,

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DREAM TRIP TO MAKE 
A DREAM COME TRUE

Spiros Kardamitsis started kicking a Soccer ball as soon as he could walk, and long before he could make a choice of his 
own: the choice had been made for him by his father, Lampros, a handy player who had made it to the reserves of 


Heidelberg. 


Family and business 
pressures had made it im- 
possible for Lampros to 
concentrate on a Soccer 
career, but his son was go- 
ing to have all the op- 
Panic: he was going to 
e a Soccer star and one 
day would play for Au- 
stralia, 

Spiros knew little of his 
father’s dreams and had no 
special liking for the game 
either. All the kids in the 
street and at school were 
playing Australian Rules, 
so Spiros joined a Rules 
team, breaking his father’s 
heart in the process. 

Lampros was not going 
to risk a showdown with his 
son and possibly have him 
conlined in his choice of 
football code by juvenile 
antagonism. He suffered in 
silence and waited. 


When the family home in 
inner suburbia was no 
longer reflecting the hard 
earned social and economic 
status of hard working 
Lampros Kardamitsis, he 
set out to look for a better 
one in the outer suburbs, 
somewhere away from all 
football clubs. 


The new, large, home, 
with plenty of room and 
open spaces in the 
neighbourhood, seemed to 
compensate Spiros for the 
break from his football 
club, He wanted to join 
another one close to the 
new home, but there wasn’t 
any, so he turned up at 
Greensborough Soccer 
club. No real pushing by his 
father! 


With Aussie Rules foot- 
ball experience behind him, 
Spiros was a natural for 
goalkeeping and was an in- 
stant success between the 
sticks with the Ul4, The 
following year he moved to 
South Me bourne graduat- 
ing to the Metropolitan 
League team, while still 
playing for the U16. He 
also kept goals for the State 
teams at U14, U15 and U16 
and had really fallen in love 
with the game of Soccer; 
“Football” was by now a 
childish whim. 

Spiros was more than 
just a promising young 

eeper, but needed pol- 
ishing. 


Father Lampros steps in 
again. Good friend Manny 
Poulakakis, a former inter- 
national goalkeeper and 
one of the best coaches 
ever to come to Australia, 
wasgoing back to Greece. 
Lampros asked him to take 
Spiros along and have him 
training with top profes- 
sional teams there. 

Four months ago Spiros 
left with Manny on a dream 
trip. He was going to visit 
the land of his parents, ex- 
pose himself to the culture 
of Greece and not only see 
the great stars of European 


Soccer, but actually rub 
shoulders with them at 
training. 

aa came back recently 
and his parents proudly pa- 
raded Lis to freee an 
telatives at a BBQ in the 
grounds oftheir Bundoora 
home, 

His petite mother, Jen- 
ny, hardly coming up to his 
shoulder, was radiant and 
made a’ beautiful picture 
with her arm around his 
waist every time she could 
have a break from pouring 
drinks and dishing out 
steaks. Spiros would bend 
down from his 6 foot frame 
to lean his head on his 
mother's. Father Spiros 
was busily entertaining the 
guests, but took every op- 
portunity to discuss his 
son’s future with South 
Melbourne’s team manager 
Leo Anazakis and North- 
cote City’s coach Jim 
Kriaris. 

Four months overseas, 
among other things, have 
given Spiros the maturity 
and assuredness of a much 
older person. He speaks 
calmly and rationally and 
expresses complex ideas 
clearly and deeply. 


“Yes, it was a dream 
trip, I will never forget it. 
Greece is an exciting a 2 
a fascinating country; life is 
so hectic, and everybody 
lives it to the fullest,” says 
Spiros. 

“Soccer there is almost a 
world apart. Not so much 
the games themselves but 
the professionalism, the or- 
eee the training, the 
facilities behind it. 

“T trained with AEK, 
Panathinaikos and Yanni- 
na, all in the first division. 
Training systems are pretty 
much the same, but each 
coach picks a different fault 
and gives you hints on dif- 
ferent aspects of goal- 
keeping. 


“Training there is so re- 
laxed, basically because 
they train every day and 
don’t really have to “kill” 
you in a couple of brief 
weekly sessions. Players 
are always at the top of 
their fitness and a great 
portion of training time is 
taken up by practice mat- 
ches — with coaches sto] 
ping the game to pick faults 
Lai correct tactes, There 
are also a number of formal 
lectures on theory and tac- 
tics alternating with prac- 
tice of skills and shooting. 


“Professionalism really 
makes a difference. Every- 
body is so geared up,“al- 
wae giving their best, 
without distractions or out- 
side commitments: it is 
their job, as well as their 
love. 


“And the crowds! They 
are a spectacle producing 
such an Sects atmos- 
phere to spur players to the 
greatest heights of perform- 


ance. If we could only have 
similar crowds here in Au- 
stralia the game would 
progress dramatically be- 
cause of the pressing public 
scrutiny it would have to 
submit to with every 
match,” 


His personal ambitions? 
“In the immediate future [ 
would like to play for a 
State League team, then 
Progress to PSL and event- 
ually represent Australia. I 
would also like to play pro- 
fessional Soccer in Europe, 
but that is a long way from 
being possible and I believe 
in concentrating on the pre- 
sent with a view to the 
future.” 


His idols and models? 
“Dino Zoff, of Juventus in 
Italy, is the greatest goal- 
keeper in the world. He has 
everything: agility, posi- 
tion, management of de- 
fence, reflexes. In Au- 
stralia Jack Reilly is still 
without peers. He was so 
assured, he made goalkeep- 
ing look easy.”

LET’S HAVE A REPLAY 


League clubs should be 
devised, whereby local 
Rothmans League clubs 
would be compelled to 
release players to the two 
Philips League sides on a 
loan basis, for only a 
moderate fee.
